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FUTURE TRENDS - J. HEMSOL, S. McNAUGHTON 


After much thought, it has been 
decided to change the name of our 
organization to ‘Institute’ rather 
than 'Foundation'. The change was 
officially sanctioned by our Board, 
the Ministry of Education and various 
other bodies in Ontario but at time 
of going to press, one last final 
approval is required before it is 
truly "official". "Institute" more 
accurately represents the educational, 
training work we are involved in 
rather than "Foundation" which is 
generally used for organizations that 
distribute money. However, the 
Blissymbolics Communication Institute 
is nearly here. 


The need for our services is 
demonstrated daily by the number and 
variety of enquiries we receive. 

Offers of voluntary help from prof- 
essionals, as well as non-professionals, 
is very encouraging to us and supports 
us in our efforts to maintain a core 
structure until such time as we can 
expand our services. 


We are endeavouring to continue 
providing the major service functions 
of training and product distribution, 
but the creative developmental side 

of the work is under severe restraint. 
No research is underway at the present 
time although funding has been applied 
for, for a small project. Under 
‘Workshops' you will read of develop- 
ments in new formats for training. 


Some staff adjustments are being 
made to cope with the change of 
emphasis including the appointment 
of a Public Relations Co-ordinator 
and a Products Manager from within 
our present staff. The formation of 
two new volunteer committees is under 
consideration, one relating to the 
system of Blissymbolics and its 
application and one to the programme 
responsibilities of the B.C.I. 





Although a shift in actiyities is 
necessitated, we are more determined 
than eyer to provide a leadership and 
co-ordinating role in the application 
of Blissymbolics for non-speaking 
persons. To do that money is needed. 


So the fall will see us again having 
to emphasize income generating 
activities and to expand those 
capabilities wherever possible. 


During May and June 1978, discussions 
continued between our Chairman, George 
Wilson and Charles K. Bliss. Work on 
the symbol system was ongoing through- 
out, with Jinny Storr, Symbol Officer 
conferring with Mr. Bliss on many of 

the symbols to be included in Blissymbols 
To Use. Further work is hoped for in 
September when Mr. Bliss plans to return 
to Toronto. Thus we continue to do our 
utmost to facilitate the inclusion of 
Mr. Bliss's expertise in Blissymbols 

in our publications. 


The small number of enquiries arising 
from George Wilson's letter in the last 
Bulletin regarding our relationship 
with Charles Bliss has been viewed as 
an expression of confidence in our 
organization. 


Projects 


Two projects which have been under 
development for some time were available 
for viewing by Blissymbol users and 
instructors during the July 10-14 
Elementary Training Workshop in Toronto. 


The prototype Blisscom was demonstrated 
by Sue Odell, and even without a com- 
plete Blissymbol overlay, was "better 
than anyone had imagined." 


The Blissterm, still under development by 
the NORPAK Company, was shown to 
Blissymbol users for an evaluation of 

the manner in which the Blissymbols are 
portrayed on a moniter and T.V. screen. 
Further evaluation sessions are planned 
for August. 
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Beginning in the fall of 1978, 
several innoyations are being 
implemented in the B.C.I. training. 
With the completion of the 
Blissymbol stamps and Handbook, it 
becomes possible to expand instruc- 
tional sessions relating to 
personalized communication displays 
and use of special Blissymbols 
within the B.C.I. Elementary 
Training. It will be exciting to 
explore the new possibilities for 
Blissymbol usage which come with 
the larger number of symbols from 
which to select. 


Several correspondence-related 
training formats will be available 
in the fall: 


A Tutorial Correspondance Course is 


being developed by B.C.I. Fur- 
ther information wil! be avail- 
able in the next Bulletin. 


. Dr. Eugene McDonald has evaluated 
a format of "pre-training 
correspondence lessons, two-day 
training, post-training corres- 
pondence lesson", and will be 
conducting further training pro- 


grammes of this type in Philadelphia. 


At Madison, Wisconsin, Deberah 
Harris is presenting a three 
day training programme with 
follow-up correspondence 
assignments. 


All Elementary training programmes 
will henceforth require successful 
completion of an examination prior 
to a certificate being issued. 


Elementary Workshop Fees 


Effective July 1, 1978, the Elementary 


workshop fee will increase from 

$160 to $180. This increase 
reflects the new product prices only 
and is not an increase in the 

daily rate. The participant 


materials will now be worth $40.00 
as opposed to the previous $22.00.

Elementary Workshops in Toronto 

wil] continue to be five days in 
length and the fee will remain 
$200.00. However, the Blissymbolics 
session will be four days and these 
four days must be attended 100% of 
the time to receive certification. 
The fifth day will focus on special 
areas and applications and will be 
optional. Those who wish to attend 
four days may do so for $180.00. The 
attendance fee for the fifth day will 
be $20.00. An announcement about 
the fifth day focus will be included 
in each application form. This new 
breakdown for Toronto will begin in 
September. 


Presentors' Workshops 


The response to the Presentor Pool 
has been extensive and as a result, 
we have enough people to fulfil our 
current demands for workshops and 
inservice presentations. In view of 
this, we will not be holding further 
group Presentor Training. Individual 
training will continue to be 
provided for people in areas where 
there is a need for a presentor. 
Unfortunately, the July 17-19 
workshop was completely filled. To 
those who applied and were not 
accepted, we appreciate your support 
and will keep your requests on file 
for future reference.

Internship Programme 


During the spring internship programe, 
we welcomed Clare Goddard, a speech 
therapist at Murrayfield School in 
Edinburgh, Scotland and Bert Reeves, a 
school principal at Foxbury School in 
Dunedin, New Zealand. In an endeavour 
to learn as much as possible in six 
weeks, about Blissymbolics, our two 
visitors were extremely busy. They 
attended B.C.I. workshops, spent time 
with various B.C.I. staff members and 
visited Blissymbol programmes in Ontario, 
Quebec, Michigan and New York. 


It was exciting for us to have these two 
people here for the spring internship 
and we wish them success with their own 
programmes. 


Orientation, Inservice, Workshop 


These words are often interchanged and 
should not be. Each has a different 
goal as part of the Blissymbolics 
training programme. 


Orientation: During this session, a 
broad overview is presented to inform 
those with little or no previous know- 
ledge about Blissymbolics. The talks 
can run from a minimum half hour to a 
maximum two hours. Anyone who has 
certification from a B.C.I. Elemen- 
tary Workshop may conduct orientation 
talks. 


In-service: During the sessions of an 
in-service presentation, a closer 
examination of Blissymbolics and its 
applications takes place. These talks 
are given from a minimum of one half 
day to a couple of days. These talks 
may be given prior to or as a follow- 
up to a workshop and must be conducted 
by a B.C.I. trained Presentor. 


Workshop: These are in-depth sessions 
of several days length, focused on an 
intense study of Blissymbolics. They 
fall into two categories of Elementary 
and Special Interest. The former is a 
pre-requisite for the latter. Certifi- 
cation is granted for attendance at 
these sessions which must be conducted 
by a B.C.I. trained presentor. 
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WORKSHOP SCHEDULE 


With an extremely hectic spring and 
summer schedule , we are looking 
ahead to the fall and winter 
scheduling. Requests for hosting a 
workshop should be submitted early. 
We would like to accommodate as many 
requests as possible.

Ashmead. The conscientious efforts 
of Jinny and Paula will only be 
fully appreciated in the years to 
come, as we become aware of the 

fine detail which has been required. 
We now have a standard form of draw- 
ing the symbols - from which we can 
all benefit. 


New Stamps - New Blank Grids 
Available 


Stamps 


The new vocabulary now available in- 
cludes approximately 1000 symbol] 
stamps. The stamps are colour coded 
and black and white, and backed with 
permanent adhesive. They will be 
printed on 'mac-tac', which is water 
repellent. The surface will be non- 
glare. 


For the 512 grid the stamps are 
9/16" square - $8.00 (1000 stamps 
approximately) 


The new stamp vocabulary is accompanied 
by a pamphlet explaining the organiz- 
ation of the stamp sheets. This 
includes the derivation of new symbols 
not described in the Provisional 
Dictionary. 


The ‘little man' pictured below is 
one of many stamp innovations. He 
incorporates a number of body parts 
and can replace individual stamps. 
He comes in two sizes to fit the 

two new blank grids. He will occupy 
2 squares across and 3 squares down.

There will 
be a vocabulary of 250 symbols avail- 
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able on flash cards. The cards do 
not have an adhesive back. They can 
be used as flash cards for drills 
and games or as large symbols for an 
introductory display.
